For a second time Caleb Powers has 
faced a jury of bis peers and a second 
time he has heard a sentence for life 
for tbe foulest crime of tbe nineteenth 
century— the conspiracy to assassinate 
William Goebel, which was carried 
into full execution. That this man was 
tbe bead of tbe conspiracy, no one wbo 
has read the evidence or knows tbe 
circumstances surrounding tbe case at 
Frankfort, can truthfully gainsay. Nor 
can any one not blloded by mean par- 
tisanship deny that be has not bad a 
fair and impartial trial. Tbe fact Is, 
Judge Cantrill allowed the defense too 
much latitude aod permitted the ac- 
cused to argue hts case when be was 
supposed to be testifying. We cannot 
see bow the jury could fail to find a 
death verdict uoder the evidence and 
instructions, but they are tbe judges of 
that. Three of them were for tbe death 
penalty oo the first ballot. It is tbe 
irooy of fate that a classmate of Powers 
should have been foreman of tbe jury 
that tried him. Speaking of It after- 
wards he said that Powers was the 
brightest fellow In his class and he 
liked him, but could not let that inter- 
fere with his oath. When the verdict 
was announced, one woman kissed tbe 
prisoner and several men embraced 
him, but be showed no emotion what- 
ever. Tbe counsel for tbe defense Im- 
mediately moved for a new trial, which 
being refused an appeal was taken and 
Powers was ordered back to tbe jail kt 
Frankfort. A bill of exceptions Is 
promised for tde February term, but It 
is hoped that the attorneys aod convict 
will think better of it and accept tbe 
Inevitable, which In this case Is (ar too 
good. 

By your remaining at borne and not 
voting next Tuesday tbe county may 
he thrown again lmo republican hands. 
No taxpayer can afford to have tbe 
county’s affairs placed In tbe hands of 
a party which has time and again prov- 
en its Inability to manage public af- 
fairs. Vote and see that your neigh- 
bor does likewise and the blame caD 
not then rest on your shoulders.

A table prepared by tbe Director of 
the Mint shows the coinage of gold for 
the world during tbe last calendar 
year to be $354,9313.497, a decrease from 
$4fk>, 1 10,(314 for the preceding year. 
The coinage of silver shows $177,011,- 
902, an Increase over the preceding 
year of 110,884,938. 

Thirty persons are said to have been 
killed as tbe result of a race war at 
Balltown, La , near the Mississippi 
line. Militia from both States has 
been put under orders, and tbe troops 
from Mississippi are already on tbe 
scene. Tbe trouble began at a camp- 
meeting Sunday as tbe outgrowth of 
the lynching of a Negro for criminal 
assault. Ten persons were killed Sun- 
day and one was perhaps fatally wound- 
ed, Five hundred men at once armed 
and began a bunt for tbe Negroes, 
many of whom tied across the M Ississlp- 
pi line.

Harding, present county attorney, has 
announced that be will speak at Perry- 
vllle, Junction City, Parksvllle and 
Danville, and challenges tbe writer of 
the circular to appear and make his 
charges good.
